DEDICATION OF THE NEW PAR-
I8 HOUSE YESTERDAY.

Bpecial Bervices Attended the For-
mal Opening of the Splendid New
Additlon to the Hickory Btreet
German Presbyterinn Church—A
Deseription of the New Building,
Which Was Planned by Architect
Percy Morris—Funerals Conducted
on Saturday—Other Notes.

The new parish house of the Hickory
Bireet Germuan  Pregbyterian church
wiis  dedicated yesterday, 'The event
marked an epoch in the history of this
large and progressive congregoation,
For some yearsa jt had been manifest
thar the church was too small to acs
rommodite the needs of the parish, and
last veur, when the pupers were burned
thal muade the chureh free of debt, plans
were ot onee vropred for the enlgrges-
ment of the chuveh bulldings,

With this end In view, the lorty Foot
Tot and property adfocent to the pie-
wonuge vwas purchasod and this gave
i ground space Tox80 feet, In the rear,
und a committee on hullding wus or-

panlzed, with Louls Schummacher as
president,
The pilans submitted by Arvehitect

Percy Morris were approved, and «
bullding, which combined all the latest
improvemants, Including sinks, retir-
Ing rooing, kltchens, steam, electrivity
and yentilation, was at once com-
menced, the contractors being Woel-
Kkrorg & Ilelliman. The result of thelr
Inoors has glven the congregation one
of the finest huildings in the city, the
maln feature of which Is an auditor-
fum, with harvd-wood finish, and a steel
celling in artistieally arranged colors
of salmon, blue and pink.

There ia a forty-foot stage, where
rncred concertg can be glven, and u
balcony across the opposite end, that
can be divided, if necessary, into five
separale rooms, Entrance Is made on
the slde nearest the church, and stairs
lead, riphi and left of the entrance, to
the main hall, The bagement (8 ar-
ranged for the Sunday school clasuos,
and the same vooms can be used by
the various church socleties during the
week,

The work of the coniractors has
glven great satisfoction te the pastor,
Tev. W, A, Norvdt, and the bullding
committer, who have, during the past
weell, In open sesslon, tendered thely
cxpressions of hearty  good-will and
elncere thanks to Messrs, Woelkers &
Xeilman, who have complied with
every {tem in the contract,

The programme arranged for vester-
day was carried out In Its entirety, at
the morning, aftornoon and evening sor-
vices. The vongregation assembled m
the church at the usual hour and then,
Nieprded by the architect, eontvictors
and the pastor, ey, W, A, Nordt, pro-
veeded to the parvish house, There they
were met it the door by the elders,
trustees, and members of the bhuilding
committee,

mittee, delivered it in turn to Willium

By the national act of 1708, no foreign
emigrant could be recelved Lo suffrage
on lesa than fourteen years' probation,
and this after five years' previous decias
ratlon of Intentlon to become a citizen.
One cah see how effective were the
limitations by the small number of
votesn am compared with the whole
population. It was like o vote In Mis-
slenippl today, where 6,000 voters choose
the representative of 200,000 people,

Wihat followed on this limitation of
suffrage was that the two great par-
ties were simply two rival aristocracles,
There In something ludicrous now In
rending the privite letters of the real
leaders on both sldes, They take It us
entirely for granted, ench, that the par-
ty will do what half a dozen leaders de-
termine on; as Mr, Croker (In 1000) took
It for granted that Tammany would do
what he determined on. Indeed, there
WaR no popular conventlon or any oth-
o1 melhod by which the rank and file
of the voters could express any opinlon,
even I they had one, But practieally
they had none, The condition of af-
falrs In South Carollng up to Mr. Till-
man's relgn Is & good enough Hlustra«
tlon of the way In which every state
wng monaged up il 1820, “Some of
us get togother at Columbin after the
commencement and arcange the polls
tleg of the state for the next year.”
dneh was the convenlent fashlon every-
where In which things were managead
ull along the line, hefore people found
out what universal suffrage means or
what democratic government Is.

Up till the cloge of General Juckson's
pregidency no such thing was heard of
ns a national convention for the cholce
of o canldidate,. Somebody hnd to make
guch a cholee; and, for wanl of u bet-
ter, n meeting of the members of con-
gress named the candldatey of elther
party. Ho It was that In 1825 General
Jackson and John Quiney Adams and
